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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Fig. 2 should incorporate a bracket 
around both elements for clarity. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The specification (including Abstract) is replete with grammatical errors and 
awkward language. Applicant is respectfully requested to review and clarify the entire 
application to ensure proper idiomatic English is used for clarity. Only a few examples 
will be pointed out below. 

On p. 1, lines 5-6, "to one disfigu re-resistant mat" is awkwardly written. 

On p. 1, line 16, "Then it has..." is an awkward expression. 

On p. 2, line 7, "are pulled badly enough to snap" is awkwardly written. 

On p. 2, lines 19-24, the entire sentence "Another feature... then cooled" is an 
awkward run-on sentence. 
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On p. 3, line 27, what exactly does an "anti-tension" mean? 
On p. 4, line 5, "to firmly combined" is awkward. 

On p. 4, lines 23-24, "not easily contractible property" is awkwardly written. 
In the Abstract, line 5, "an" should read -and-. 

In the Abstract, line 11, "with the scraping layer after cooled" is awkwardly 
written. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: There is no antecedent basis for the lattice-shaped net layer 
having "counter tensibility" as recited in claim 3. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1, lines 3 and 8, "A" should read -a-. 

Claim 1 , line 3, correct "countess". 

Claim 1 , lines 11-12, "by means of immersing in plastic solution" is awkwardly 
written and makes the scope unclear. Is the "means" here invoking 1 12, 6 th paragraph? 
Claim 1, line 15, "after cooled in wake of said immersion" is awkwardly written. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-4 define allowable subject matter. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. The references to Steeves, Aitchison, Chang, and Gonda are 
relevant to various meshed scrubbers or pads.
